Most self-employed persons 
have family protection under 
social security at least until 
July 1, 1955, Thomas BRB. 
Thompson, Manager of the 
Hazard Social Security Office, 
said today. 

This survivors insurance 
protection has been built by 
people who have worked for 
themselves in most trades and 
businesses since January 1, 
1951, and have reported and 
paid social security tax on net 
earnings of at least $400 for 
both 1951 and 1952, Thompson 
declared. 

In addition, he pointed out, 
these self-employed workers 
have retirement protection if 


they reach age 65 and retire | 


before mid-1955. Future self- 
employment will extend the 
period of protection for every 
year engaged in a social se- 
curity covered trade or busi- 
ness. When a worker has 
completed 10 full years in 
covered employment either as 
a wage earner in the employ 
of another, or es a self-employ- 
ed individual, he and his fam- 
ily will be permanently in- 
sured for life. Thompson said 
that the amount of the fam- 
ily payment, however, is de- 
pendent on the amount of em- 
ployment and the amount cf 
wages or net earnings from 
self-employment accumulated 
at the time of retirement or 
death. Under existing law, 
the minimum monthly family 
payment is $45, while the 
maximum is $168.75. Your 
own monthly retirement pay- 
ment at age 65 ranges be- 
tween a minimum of $25 and a 
maximum of $85. 

There are certain self-em- 
ployed groups which are ex- 
cluded from social security 
coverage; these are members 
of the professions and farm 
owners and farm operators.

| Safety Hints 


—by Lovell Williams— 


Can you make quick deci- 
sions? If you can’t you had 
better stay off ‘the nation’s 
highways and streets over the 
Fourth of July week end, the 
National Safety Council said 
today. 


“It has been estimated that 
the average motorist has to 
make from 20 to 50 decisions 
per hour, depending on the 
traffic,” and a wrong decision 
can be fatal. In extremely 
heavy traffic, like that during 
holidays, a driver is never 
more than a second away from 
an accident.” 


The Council expects more 
pleasure-seeking motorists to 
climb into more cars and roll 
up more miles during this 
three-day week end celebra- 
tion than ever before in the 
nation’s history. 


Nearly 40 million motor ve- 
hicles are expected to jam the 
highways, and their speed- 
ometers are expected to clock 
close to four billion miles. The 
increasing number of cars on 
the road and the substantial 
rise in gasoline consumption, 
plus the fact that many sum- 
mer vacationists will use the 
three-day week end as the be- 
ginning or end of their regular 
vacation periods, threaten a 
heavy death toll unless extra 
care is used. 


Advising an early start for 
holiday motor trips to reduce 
the temptation to speed, the 
Council offered these tips to 
drivers: 


1. Obey common sense as 
well as legal speed limits. 

2. Keep your car under 
control at all times, so you can 
stop quickly if circumstances 
demand. 

3. Keep fresh and alert a‘ 
the wheel. You can’t make 
split second decisions if 
you’re tired and fuzzy. 

4. Keep a safe, clear stop- 
ping distance between you and 
the car ahead. Watch cars 
behind in your rear-view 
mirror. 

5. Signal for turns well be- 
fore turning. Avoid abrupt 
stops. 

6. Slow down at sundown, 
and be sure you can stop 
within the range of your 
lights. 
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More On Schools 


Kentucky spent 77 per cer.t 
more money for current oper- 
ating expenses in educating 
the State’s youth in the 1950- 
51 school year than in 1945-46. 
There figures were released to- 
day by the Kentucky Cham- 
ber of Commerce. The study 
revealed that operating ex- 
penses rose from $36,320,000 t» 
$64,412,000 in the five year 
period. The expenses per 
pupil on average daily attend- 
ance jumped from $86 to $125 
—an increase of 57 per cent 
from 1945-46 to 1950-51. 

The survey, prepared by the 
Washington Research Office 
lof the Kentucky Chamber of 
‘Commerce shows compar- 
lative figures for all states. The 
| study revealed that operating 
lexpenses for the entire U. S. 
rose from $2,707,000,000 in the 
1945-46 school year to $5,084, 
000,000 in the 1950-51 school 
year — a national increase of 
88 per cent. During the same 
period Kentucky’s increase 
was 77 per cent. The aver- 
age national expenses per 
pupil in average daily attend- 
ance jumped from $136 to 
$224, or 65 per cent, in the 
same period. A 57 per cent 
increase was registered in 
Kentucky.
